1 . Claims 1 2-40 and 42-48 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

2. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The use of "and/or" on line 3 of claim 8 makes the claim indefinite and unclear. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1,2,3, 4, 7, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Grace ('281 ) or Otoide et al ('400) or Vencel et al ('463) or Cronyn ('840) 
or Wang et al ('488) or Fredericks et al (734) or Grone (792) or Haugland ('473) or 
Riffiod ('049) or Riffiod et al ('818) or Warren ('247) or Adams et al ('953) or Mills ('107) 
or Campbell ('854) or McShan ('157) or Cunningham, Jr. et al (785) or Rix et al ('058) 
or Pear, Jr. ('51 1 ) or Clapp et al ('525). 

Using independent claim 1 as exemplary, each of the applied references 
plainly has a "receiving section" that receives a signal from the radar under test; 
a "transmission section" for transmitting a delayed signal back to the radar under 
test; and a "first means for transmitting ..." in the form of delaying circuitry. The 
further limitations of dependent claim 3 are met by having the testing device 
coupled physically to the radar under test as variously shown in the applied 
references. The further limitations of dependent claims 4 and 7 are met by the 
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use of any sort of wire or cable in any of the applied references to couple the 
radar under test and the target simulator. The further limitations of dependent 
claim 9 are met by the amplifiers shown or inherent in the transceivers in the 
target simulators of the applied references. The arguments with respect to 
independent claim 2 are substantially those just made above with respect to 
claims 1, 3, 4, 7, and 9. 

In Adams et al ('953), please note that the loop shown in Figure 2 causes 
a delay of the signal. 

5. Claims 5, 6, 10, and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
